Rag weeds in a pasture often causes bit- 
ter cream. 


Dairymen are warning farmers against 
feeding pea meal in too large quantities to 
their cows. They claim that while it is an 
excellent butter producing food it is highly 
injurious if fed in large quantities. 


Where timothy seed is sown with winter 
grain, the seed may be sown as late as tbe 
last of October or first of November. Jt is 
not desirable if a grain crop is desired to 
have the grass get much growth in the 
fall. 


Pumpkins shodk] be broken open and 
the seeds taken out before feeding them to 
cattle or hogs. "The seeds act as a diuretic, - 
and-gnimals should never be allowed to eat 
them except for the purpose of stimulating 
the kidneys to action. 


Whep.corn is the principal food of hogs 
as it fs apt to'he at this season, a little 
charcoal fed daily is.au_excellent appetizer.

Oldest Habitations in America. 

Major Powell, Chief of the Geological 
Survey, who has been about a month in the 
field, has discovered in New Mexico, near 
California Mountain, what he pronounces to 
be the oldest human habitstion upon the 
American continent. The mountains in 
this vicinity are covered with huge beds of 
lava, in which the pre-historic man and his 
comrades excavated square rooms, which 
were lined with a.species of plaster made 
from the lava, and in these rooms were 
found various evidences of quite an ad- 
vanced civilization, amang them a species 
of oloth made of woven hair, and a large 
number of pieces of pottery. In the sides 
ofthe rooms cupbeards and shelves were 
excavated. In one room, sticking out of 
the bare face of the wall, was a small 
branch of a tree. When this was pulled 
out it was found that there was a hollow 
space behind the wall. Col. J. H. Stephen- 
son, Major Powell's assistant, broke this 
with & pick and found a little concealed 
niche, in which was a small carved figure 
resembling a man done up in a closely 
woven fabric, which with the touch of the 
hand turned to dust. It waa blackened and 
crisp, like the mummy clothes of Egypt. In 
all, some sixty groups of these lava villages 
were found, there being twenty houses in

Harriet Brown, a colored woman, has filed 
a suit against Mr. and Mrs. Tompkins in 
Fodianspelis to recover for services as a 
servant in the family for the past fifteen 
years, The woman tells a very remarkable 
story. She states that she and her child 
came with the defendants from Virginia to 
Indianapolis abont fifteen years ago, and 
that she and her child have lived with them 
since. In Virginia the Brown woman was 
a slave, and when she came with the de- 
fendants to Indiana she was left in ignor- 
ance as to the change which had taken 
place in regard to the social position of the 
colored people, still believing that she and 
her child were slaves, owned by the people 
with whom they had ceme, and that they 
were bound to work for them without ex- 
pecting a compensation. Mrs. Brown claims 
that she had for some time been very badly 
treated by her employer, and this finally led 
her to give a sorrowful account of her con- 
dition and sufferings to a colored woman, 
still being in the belief that she was a slave. 
Of course, she was promptly enlightened as 
to the change which had taken place, and 
that there was no more slavery. The re- 
sult was the filing of the suit for service 
rendered these long yeats, and it is said 
that a suit for damages will follow.

joy, and which celebrates the forthcoming 
of a new light from the darkest and longest 
of the nights of earth. 


The earliest mention of the 25th of De- 
cember as Christmas Day is found in an 
ancient catalogue of church festivals abont 
854 A. D. And it is surprising to see with 
what alacrity the date was received and the 
Nativity celebrated throughout Christen- 
dom. It seems as if the world had been 
waiting for this festival of divine and hu- 
man childhood, and was ready to welcome 
it at once with songs of joy. In the year 
860 it was already celebrated in Rome by 
vast multitades thronging the churches. 
Twenty years later, Antioch had taken it 
up with grest popular enthusiasm. And 
in little more than fifty vears from its earli- 
est suggestion, the observance of December 
25 as the day of the Nativity had become 
the universal practice of Christians. St. 
Chrysostom, in a Christmas sermon preached 
at Antioch, called it the fundamental feast, 
or the roet from which all other Christian 
festivals grow.—Dr. Henry J. Van Dyke, 
Jun., in Harper's Magazine for December.

Statistics gathered by the forestry divis- 
ion of the agricultural department, for the 
use of the forestry congress held in Boston, 
show that the forest product during the 
census year (1880) was 18,000,000,000 feet, 
board measure, In 1884 it greatly exceeded 
this figure, reaching in that year 28,000,- 
000,000 feet. A rather alarming fact is 
ineidentally stated in the report, namely, 
that the forests are disappearing at the rate 
of 25,000,000 acres each year; and, we ten 
hardly venture: tq hope that even the diig- 
eht efforts of the various forestry assasia- 
tions throughout the country are making 
much headway in repairing this enormous 
annual waste. It appears that there are in 
the United States 285,000,000 acres of im- 
proved land, 445,000,000 acres of forest, 
and 780,000,000 acres of unimproved and 
waste untimbered land. The forest area 
would be swept clean, at the rate of con- 
sumption above stated, in about eighteen 
years. The Boston Cultivator delares that 
this one of the staples in regard to which 
we may confidently say that no fears of 
overproduction need be entertained.”

The three largest inductries of South 
Australia sre wool,whest and gold. The 
mimber of sheep is between 80,000,000 and 
90,000,000. The average value of the ex- 
port of wool alone is between $90,000,000 
and $100,000,000. This industry is likely 
to increase in the fature. The exportation 
of frozen meat, chiefly mutton, to Great 
Britain, isa comparatively now industry, 
which is growing rapidly in importance. So 
important has the business become that 
New Zealand is building steamers especially 
for the trade. . Meat is frozen by means of 
condensed air, and is kept frozen during the 
vogage by the same means. The complete 
carcass of the anima] is frozen. Last year 
there were exported from South Australia 
alone between 400,000 and 500,000 tons of 
wheat. Their importations from America 
are limited, and consist chiefly of buggies, 
American tools and mineral oils.

The following is taken from an essay dif 
blackberries prepared by Granville Cowing 
of Muncie, to bé read before thé recent 
meeting of the American” So- 
ciety: But few varieties of the blackberry 
worthy of general cultivation have yet been 
tested. The Lawton, introduced about 
twenty-six years ago, was the first generally 
cultivated. Kittatinny followed it, and 
proved slightly hardier and of better flavor 
but very liable to rust, and not snfficiently 
hardy to be reliable in the West. Snyder, 
Taylor's Prolific and Wallace, all originat- 
ingin Indiana, and Stone’s Hardy from 
Wisconsin, have since been introduced, and 
found to be theonly sorts that can be profit- 
ably planted west of the Alleghenies and 
north of the Ohio river.
